When you read this, the person, with the 
blackest thumb you know will have done her 
usual Memorial Day landscaping. This con- 
sists of planting three, four foot rows of 
blooming petunias in our. rock garden and 
placing pots of blooming geraniums in * 
strategic places around the outside of the 
house. 

I insist on. flowering plants because this 
almost gaurantees that I will see at least one 
set of blooms since the healthiest plants have 
been known to wither the minute they are in 
my possession. 

I once sent for $30 worth of plants from one • 
of those catalogues. My ordern that included 
a 12-foot privot hedge and several exotic 
trees, arrived in one envelope. 

But, hot to be daunted and with the use of , 
my trusting magnifying glass so I could see 
what I was planting,.! dug or should I say 
blasted 25 holes in the cement-like clay that 
is our yard. 

Then I planted 25 sticks and dutifully 
watered them daily. 

. What fun, what satisfaction, as I watched 
those 25 tiny sticks turn into 20 smaller sticks 
inside of just a few months. Five were 
casualties of kids cutting through the yard. 

The only plants that flourish in our yard . 
are the willow and maple sapplings whose 
roots choke our well and sewer connection 
and crabgrass, miles and miles of healthy 
crabgrass. * 

Oops! I forgot. I've got another hearty 




plant IHal^Iooms at least six times a sum- 
mer in my rock garden, despite the fact that 
I completely ignore its existence. 
/ I haVe this strange deep velvety' red rose 
bush that appeared 10 years ago from 
nowhere, wrapped in moss, laying on the 
wall of the rock garden.
